)Cost To Government Was 
Hundred Million Monthly 
For 6 Months 


Washington, Aug. 31.—After mid­ 
night tonight the railroads of the 
country will begin operations on their 
own resources after having cost the 
government approximately $100,000,- 
000 monthly for the six months in 
which their earnings were guaran­ 
teed by the transportation act. 
The carriers will be allowed fur­ 
ther aid from the government only 
through 
loans from the revolving 
fund which the act^created. 
Earnings Of the 
roads 
will fall 
about $600,000,000 below their stand­ 
ard 
return for the 
period 
since 
March I, according to estimates by 
the 
bureau of railway economics. 
Fewer than half a score of lines have 
produced revenue sufficient to equal 
actual 
operating 
expenses, 
which 
does not include the fixed charges of 
Interest, taxes and dividends. 
Def­ 
l a t e figures on the cost to the gov­ 
ernment of the earnings guarantee 
provisions of the transportation act 
will not be known until the various 
systems are able to complete the 
mechanical task of balancing books 
and giving detailed figures. 
Most all the roads, however, have 
Indicated already to the interstate 
commerce commission, and through 
it to the treasury, that they will have 
money coming to them as the result 
of th® guarantee. 
The treasury has 
received dozens of certifications for 
advances under the guarantee within 
the last IO days, and more are ex­ 
pected, Secretary Houston said. 
If 
the roads do not ask for an advance 
against probable deficits bef a j to­ 
night they must wait for a final com­ 
pilation of the sums the government 
owes them.

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AMERICAN CONGRESSMEN SHAMEFULLY INSULTED 
IN KOREA. 


The “Japs” are, individually, nothing very big to look at, but 
as a nation, in the way of prowess, are ‘"not to be sneered at.” 
On the map, in comparison, their domain too seems Insignificant, 
but we remember how’ they ‘whaled” great big Russia, only a few 
years ago. 
And, as a nation, w*e know their spirit to be that of aggres­ 
sion. It is an old, old story of their gradual encroachments upon 
the Chinese—of their “acquirement” of valuable property and 
rights of their Chinese neighbor. 
The balance of the world has 
contended for the “open door” for all nations in China, but Japan’s 
selfishness as a “grabber” has never favored this. 
Her last sample of “boggishness” has been her gobbling of 
Korea. 
American missionaries in that country have for several 
years been wanting home the facts. Japan so completely absorbed 
the Korea as to assume the government, and to set aside the 
language of the country, and of the post offices and schools, to 
force the Jap language on them, and to play tyrant generally to 
the native Koreans. The missionaries were very much disgusted 
with the arbitrary conditions forced upon the Koreans, but w’ere 
helpless to better the matter. 
Now an American Congressional party which is touring the 
Far East has been insulted in Korea. The Koreans of Seoul ha# 
planned to give the Congressmen a reception in the Y. M. C. A. 
building to that effect.
